Cook six eggs until firm and the 
yolk mealy. 
The method has been 
given so many times, yet here it is 
again: 
For every egg provide one 
pint of boiling water, drop in the

and keep on the back of the range 
for thirty minutes, when the eggs 
will be well cooked but tender.
